NOTE: It should be noted initially that claim 6 has been made dependent upon cl aim 1 in the proposed amend ment 
however claim 1 is a method not a device while claim 6 refers to the device of claim 1 . The proposed amendment therefore creates a new 
112, second paragraph issue which was not previously present and thus the amendment as presented did not simplify th e issues on 
appeal. Additionally, the recitation in both independent claims that the melted adhesive was supplied from a metering roller is a new 
issue which requires further consideration and/or searching. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues in several instances that 
the prior art is not applicable because it does not apply the adhesive amterial from above the subs trate, however the claims as presented 
are not commensurate in scope with the applciant's arguments. It should be noted that in each claim there is no clear recitation that the 
hot melt adhesive material was applied from above the substrate material. The c laims stand finally rejected for the reasons previously 
presented. Note that there is no recitation of a pool of adhesive in any of the claims and clearly the specific manner in which applicant 
coated the substrate from above in not recited as argued by ap plicant. 
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
